agreed, 
but

amount of damage is a controverted 
matter. 
A new angle was presented 
this 
week on the corn crop situation. 
It 
is freely stated 
that 
the 
Sikeston 
area production of corn is cut 
from 
40 to 60 
per 
cent. However, one 
grower who has earned 
a 
national 
reputation as a grower of seed corn 
gives as his opinion that the total 
production will be cut from 40 to 50 
per cent, but that the increased acre­ 
age this year may bring total produc­ 
tion up to or only slightly below nor­ 
mal.
